gave  way,  and  the  l>oat  went  drifting  to¬ 
wards  Hie  rapidly  running  current.  The 
little  Sb0ys  soon  ihicovered  their  danger, 
but  were  powerless  to  avert  it  :  so  they 
clutched  hold  of  the  side  of  boat,  and 
with  pallid  countenances  await  *d  their 
doom.  Soon  the  boat  was  caught  by  the 
current,  and  began  descending  at  a  fearful 
r^te.  Over  Black  Haw  k  Rapids  they  went 
like  an  arrow,  clearing  a  distance  of  sixty 
feet  at  a  single  dash.  Lighting  again  on 
the  torrent  surface  tho  bout  seemed  to  have 
gained  a  new  impetus,  and  shot  by  the 
lxjnlders  and  around  the  rocky  points  with 
the  celerity  of  a  sunbeam. 

At  a  distance  of  about  six  miles  below 
the  starting  point,  conductor  Gibbons 
who  was  standing  on  the  rear  platform  of 
the  down  C.  C.  train,  sawr  the  boat  com¬ 
ing,  and  immediately  stopped  the  train. 

AH  hands  repaired  to  the  water's  edge,  and 
did  everything  in  their  power  to  arrest  the 
flying  l>oat,  but  past  them  she  went  like  a 
bullet  from  a  rifle,  and  was  out  of  sight  in 
a  moment.  Tho  conductor  then  ordered 
tho  engineer  to  put  on  a  fuU  head  of  steam 
and  follow  as  rapidly  as  possible,  which  he 
did,  constantly  sounding  the  alarm  of  dan¬ 
ger.  He  did  not  get  another  glimpse  of 
the  Vioat,  but  the  alarm  brought  the  em¬ 
ployes  at  Beaver  Creek  .Station  to  tho  look¬ 
out,  and  quickly  making  a  slip-noose  they 
sought  to  throw  it  over  the  l>ow  of  the  boat 
as  she  came  under  the  bridge.  This  they 
succeeded  in  doing,  but  could  no  more 
hold  it  than  they  could  have  held  a  than- 
d**rl»olt,  and  over  Beaver  Creek  Falls  she 
went  with  the  speed  of  lightning.  The 
fulls  aro  about  thirty  feet  high,  and  at  the, 
foot  aro  a  number  of  large  boulders,  but 
the  velocity  of  tho  boat  was  such  that  it 
cleared  them  easily,  and  struck  the  water 
Home  twenty  feet  beyond. 

From  hero  no  one  saw  the  boat  or  its 
bring  freight  until  it  reached  a  point  about 
one  hundred  miles  below-  Denver.  Through 
Golden  into  the  Platte  River,  and  under 
tho  Denver  bridges  she  went,  unnoticed, 
nor  slackened  her  pace  until  she  lodged  in 
a  drift  at  the  distance  lielow  Denver  above 
mentioned.

Walsh,  who  lives  on  a  farm  near  the 
drift  where  the  boat  lodged  discovered  the 
boys  still  in  tho  ln>at,  which  was  nearly  full 
of  water,  and  took  them  to  his  homo.  They 
wen^  restored  to  their  overjoyed  parents  the 
following  evening,  after  haring  accomplish¬ 
ed  tho  most  perilous  journey  in  the  quick¬ 
est  timo  ever  before  made  by  any  human 
l>eiug  who  escaped  alive.  The  distance  trav¬ 
elled  was  one  hundred  and  forty  miles  in  two 
hours,  but  how  it  was  ever  done,  or  how 
the  boat  ever  escaped  being  dashed  to  pieces 
upon  some  of  the  huge  boulders  or  rocky 
cliffs  which  everywhere  intercept  the  course 
of  Clear  Creek,  is  nothing  short  of  a  Provi¬ 
dential  miracle.  Probably  not  again  in  a 
thousand  years  could  the  journey  be  made 
with  tho  best  ajtplianees,  and  by  the  most 
skillful  mariners. — Central  City  (Col.)  Coach.
